“The district court of appeals 
upheld the superior court findings 
to the effect that Jewett had stat- 
ed in the presence and hearing of 
his students that ‘Russia had the 
best government in the world, and 
that we had one of the worst’,” 
said the committee’s report, and 
continued; 

. That ‘Russia always pays 
its. debts, it is this country that 
doesn't pay its debts’; that ‘the 
United States was the aggressor 
in every war we have been «in’; 
that ‘we were a bully amongst na- 
tions and took advantage of small- 
er nations’. 

“The appellate court decision 
states that ‘appellant 
(Jewett) disapproved the attend- 
ance of his pupils at the cinema 
to view a _ patriotic motion pic- 
ture; he distributed to his pupils 
in the class-room pamphlets com- 
menting on Communism”. 

Inadequate 
The committee said it was fore- 


ed to regard as ‘wholly inade- 
quate” the board's efforts to de- 
termine “whether Jewett, in Sep- 
tember, 1946, still advocated the 
Pro-Soviet ideology set forth in 
the appellate court decision.”

WASHINGTON, June 9 (#)— 
With a wary eye on tense interna- 
tional developments, Republican 
leaders are considering a plan 
whereby they, as well as the Pres- 
ident, could summon Congress 
back into session later this year.

ers—and these include Vandenberg

some international or domestic cri- 
sis develops.

It is a common saying that 
“Truth Is Stranger Than Fiction”, 
but it is not often that we have 
it illustrated. I had an_ exper- 
ience recently that shows what we 
mean. In the issue of the Satur- 
day Evening Post of April 19th, 
there was a story by Mr. R. Ross 
Annett entitled “Babe and the 
Beautiful Bride”. It told of the 
war bride who buried the dough 
that would not rise, because she 
did not want her husband to learn 
of her failure. The heat of the 
earth in the garden caused it to 
rise out of the ground, and her 
husband thought it was an IM- 
MENSE MUSHROOM. 

I know facts 
that substanti- 
ate that story. 
I wrote to the 
editor, Mr. Ben 
Hibbs, to ask 
if the author 
had ever lived 
in Kokomo, In- 
diana, or in Red 
Oak, Iowa. It 
is a_ strange 
fact that he 
never lived in either city, for he 
is a Canadian. Now for the story: 

My mother was not yet seven- 
teen when she was married to my 
father, in Indianaola, Iowa. She 
was from Kokomo, Indiana, while 
my father was from Perryville, 
Kentucky. Both families were 
pioneers and had moved to Iowa. 
The marriage took place early in 
May 1846, and soon after the 
wedding my parents went  far- 
ither west and settled near Red 
Oak when that town had but one 
store and a blacksmith shop. My 
father took up land and began 
to build for the coming days. I 
grew up there as a boy and knew 
every foot of that two hundred- 
acre farm. It is still in the fam- 
ily, although it did pass out of 
our hands for a while, following 
the depression of the early 30's. 

More than sixty years ago my 
mother told me how the dough 
refused to rise and how she nurs- 
ed it a day and a night and it 
still refused to rise properly. The 
following morning she took it out 
and buried it in the garden; and 
had hot biscuits for that day. 
Very naturally she did not want 
her husband to learn of her fail- 
ure, because flour was hard to 
get during those days. A day or 
two later he came in from the 
fields at noon, cared for his team, 
and walked toward the house 
through the garden. He stopped 
in amazement when he saw that 
immense mushroom. He called to 
my mother, and a confession fol- 
lowed. Tears followed the con- 
fession, and all was well. The 
dough was fed to the pigs. 

I knew the spot well for I saw 
it nearly every day of my early 
life. My mother told me the story 
to impress upon my young mind 
the Bible truth, ‘‘Be sure your sins 
will find you out.” Then she add- 
ed, “You cannot get ahead of 
God.”

‘Only 33 Percent of Chaffey College 


Budget fo Come From Local Sources. 


Only 33 per cent of the $584,969 
Chaffey college budget will come 
from levies on the local school 
district, making it possible for 
Chaffey to have a comparatively 
low tax rate, a communication 
from Daniel B. Milliken, Chaffey 
comptroller, discloses, 

Of the $765,450 tentative high 
school budget passed by the Chaf- 
fey board last week, $322,554 will 
come from sources other than the 
local district as will $390,095 of 
the $584,969 slated for college ex- 
penses in 1947-48, Mr. Milliken 
said. 

Making up the iotal from out- 
side sources are the following: 

High school—Money on hand, 
$88,232; from state apportionment, 
$216,510; federal sources, $9,812, 
and miscellaneous, $8,000. 

College—-Money on hand, $118,- 
178; state apportionment, $13,097; 
federal sources, $78,000; tuition, 
$56,000 and miscellaneous, $820. 

“The administration has been so 
desirous of serving the local tax- 
payers and at the same time of 
building up a great school that it 
has made a determined and con- 
tinuous effort to secure large sums 
of money from sources outside the 
district and even outside the 
state,” Mr. Milliken stated. 


“Consequently but 33 per cent 
of the college budget for next year 
will constitute a levy against our 
people. This is one of the expla- 
nations of Chaffey and of all that 
it has to offer; it is also an ex- 
planation of Chaffey's compara- 
tively low tax-rates.” 


The Chaffey board does not 
contemplate any raise in the tax 
rate for the college and is ask- 
ing the county to maintain last 
year’s rate of 33 cents, Mr. Mil- 
liken said.
